Cox's data consisted en- 
tirely of matter taken from the 
official bulletin of Fred W. Up- 
ham. of Chicago, treasurer of«the 
Republican National Committee, 
but his chief exhibit was a type- 
written list purporting to show 
republican campaign quotas im- 
posed on fifty-one principal cities 
in 27 states and aggregating $8,- 
145.000. 

Names of local subscribers. Gov. 
"Cox said, were ordered kept se- 
cret. These quotas; given as $2,- 
000.000 for New York City, $750._ 
OCX) for Chicago. $500,000 for Phil- 
adelphia, and ranging down to 
$25,000 for smaller cities like Al- 
bany. N .Y.. and Atlanta. Ga.. 
were said by Gov. Cox to have 
been announced about the middle 
of July. 

'1 hat Senator Warren G. I lard- 
ing, his republican opponent, was 
"acquainted with the details" of 
the t|uota plan and that it was 
also approved by W ill J I. Mays, 
chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, was charged 
by tin- Democratic candidate. 

Prom subsequent issues of the 
"Ljulletin. Gov. Cox quoted many 
reports from republican workers 
throughout tin country, "report- 
ing going over tjic top" and re- 
ceipts in excess of the alleged 
quotas.

The Governor charged that 
typewritten sheets bearing the 51 
cities quotas wen "distributed to 
those assembled." and he produc- 
ed one of the alleged quota lists, 
but did not state how or where it 
acquired. The quota plan, he 
said, was carried pat like that of 
tin- Liberty Loan campaign. 

That the reputed attempt to 
raise $8,145,000 from 51 cities in 
27 states of the 48 states is fair 
evidence that the total national 
funds will be much larger, was 
declared by Gov. Cox, who said 
big business men were prominent 
on the republican ways and means 
Committee and that the raising of 
funds was on a business sales*, 
manship" basis. 

Gov. Cox also quoted from the 
statements in the republican 
"bulletin" that state ami country 
organizations were not to be "dis- 
turbed or retajded in their acti- 
vities." Calling attention to 
Chairman I lavs' statement that 
$.\000.000 was being raised, Gov, 
Cox said that Thursday's papers 
carried a statement from Treas- 
urer (Jpham that the republican 
total would bv' about $7,500,000. 

"From the evidence which we 
shall submit," Gov. Cox added. "I 
think you will agree that we are 
justified in multiplying .Mr. Up- 
ham's figures by two." 

Gov. Cox standing staunchly 
by his charges that an attempt to 
purchase the presidency was be- 
ing made, de clared that the "Sen- 
atorial oligarchy and their friends 
.ire harking back to the days of 
Mark I lanna," stating that in the

"It was this fottl thing," said 
Gov. Cox, "which 1 IKldorf 
Roosevelt brought tl r.?j end 
when he reformed the republican 
party. When he was doing it 
Warren G. I larding branded him 

as 'Aaron Burr.' 

"I charge again an assault on 
the electorate," said Gov. Cox. 
"It can't be hidden; the hosts are 
marshaled; the money ammuni- 
tion is prepared, but it will not 
succeed.

Phelps entered a plea of not 
guilty, and was surprised at his owri 
conviction, as were many other with 
the extent of the verdict, since it is 
! claimed there was nothing but cir- 
cumstantial evidence. Phelps prefer- 
red to be tried alone. Bradley Small- 
wood and Mel ford Lawson, also held 
for the crime, are now being tried 
it is said, on a conspiracy charge, it 
being maintained they were instru- 
mental in the death of Fields. The 
latter, according to the evidence, wa? 
murdered and robbed and his, body [ 
thrown into a creek. The body wa:- 
found just over the Knox county linr K 
across the border from Whitley coun- 
ty, hence the hearing of the case at 
Barbourville. 

The trial of Small wod and Lawson 
is being heard jointly. Both declare 
ihey are innocent, but were held on 
grand jury indictments, the same as 
Phelps. The former having been ad- 
judged guilty of the charge of mur- 
der, however, caused a reduction of 
the charge against the remaining two 
young men. 

They spent about six months in the 
Madison county jail, where they wore 
brought after being arrested, for safe 
keeping; owing to the condition of 
the jail in Knox county. 

Sheriff N. B. Helton, of Barbour- 
ville, who had charge of the trio 
when brought to Richmond, and upon 
their return trip, seated the verdict 
against Phelps brought general fur- 
prise, according to the evidence. Of- 
ficer Helton stopped Thursday in 
Richmond, en route home from Frank- 
fort, where he tok former Policeman 
John Middleton, who was sentenced 
to 21 years for the murder of a man 
who attempted to take a prisoner 
from him after he had been arrested 
for bootlegging.

It is usually found 
that farmers having- the most 
trouble keeping fruits and vege- 
tables do not place their fruit in 
proper containers. It makes lit- 
tle difference whether a cellar or 
cave is used for a storage room 
the boxes, barrels or crates m«.:st 
be provided with suitable open- 



ings for ventilation. 



The "scare idea" has been advanc- 
ed upon us by some "good citizens." 
j Who knows what their motive is 
in declaring the organization of to- 
bacco growers will bring back the 
' night riders, bed scrapers, bam 
I burners, etc. ? 

That scareci'ow idea has nothing 
more to do with this organization 
than a southern blind mule would 
have to do with a crippled jack rab- 
bit of the noreh. The fact is ami al- 
ways has been that as long as the 
farmer is unorganized he will always 
have to take what is given, not what 
his products are actually worth. 

The fact before us now is that we 
have 500,000,000 pounds of tobacco, 
nearly two years' crops, and the Car- 
olinas selling at 6 per cent less than 
^. they got to start with last year. A 
good crop, wKich, according to good 
authority, is being eaten up with rust 
and wildfire seems to be sufficient 
reason for the cry for protection, and 
yet with all this before us some gen- 
tlemen want to know what this scare 
is about, and what we want to pro- 
tect ourselves for, since we have been 
tieated so kindly by the buyers, es- 
pecially the American Tobacco com- 
pany. It stands to reason that with 
a crop twice as large as that of last 
year and with what seems to be a 
damaged one, what can happen but a 
sharp decline in the prices of tobacco, 
especially when we are unorganized? 
Let us take warning and prepare for 
the worst. 

If organization brings on lawless- 
ness, as some suggest, then we as a 
whole must be very unlawful people. 

I say let the people organize for 
self-protection and' demand a fair 
price for their labor. The writer has 
nothing more in view than he hopes 
to see the day come when the tobac- 
co grower will mark his price on ev- 
ery basket he has to sell and be able 
to make the buyer pay it. In standing 
for the farmer*' organization and co- 
operation, I wish to make it. known 
that I am positively against cutting 
out the 1021 crop o ftobacco, or the 
crop of any other year. There are 
two reasons why I am against cut- 
ins out the entire crop. The first is 
that it would not help the cause, for 
when we raise the 1922 crop we still 
get just what the buyer wants to 
pay. The second reason is that should 
we. cut out the 194U. crop, it will cre- 
ate financial distress among our peo- 
ple, and yet. not help the "cause." 

What seems the only solution and 
practical way is to organize, choose 
men frora amonjr us with executive 
power, an dalso choose from among 
us tobacco experts who know tobacco 
and its qualities, and also choose 
from among us expert accountants 
who can estimate the expense of pro- 
ducing a pound of tobacco ready for
